Our Returned Soldiers 


The work of the Patriotic Fund and 
the Soldier's Commission. 


‘The e tablishment of the Soldiers’ 
Aid Commission for Ontario of which 
the secretary is'Mr ©, N. Cochrane, 
Parhament Buildings, Toronto, is the 
first result of the report recently Issued 
by the Hospitals Commission, and the 
forerunner of others. 

The care of the soldier who has re- 
turned to Canada mutilated or weak- 
ened as aresult of active service is the 
prime duty of Canrdians. For some 
months the Canadian Patriotic Fund 
has been endeavoring toinsure that the 
men already back from Europe should 
suffer no want. This work has been 
ondertakenevoluntarily undertaken by 
the local committtee of the Fund al- 
though ih most instances their time is 
fully cecupied with the task of making 
provisions for the families of suldiers, 

Each soldier ie interviewed at Que 
bec by sw representative of the Fund and 
a confiaential report sent by the latter 
to the Patriotic committee of thetown 
to which the soldier is going. This 
serves the two-fold purpose of protec. 
ting the Fund against the pity, ax 
unscrupulous and of giving the Meal 
committee information that is helpful 
in finding employment for the desery- 
ing. Not every man who returns to 
Canada wearing hif majesty’s uniform 
is included in the latter ca agory but 
the great majority have done their 
duty in the fulest degree, To the 
latter it has been the privilege of the 
Fund to present y small badge bearing 
the words “FoMervice at the front’ 
The men who are wearing. those bad. 
ges are the worthiest citizens that we 
can acknowledge, Like charity that 
badge should be allowed to cover a 
multitude of sins. 


The work of the Canadian Patriotic 
Fund can do for returned soldiers, 
however is limited by the Act of Parlin- 
ment. and has been speficiaily enacted 
that no assistance can be given by the 
Fund to “any person who is in receipt 
of any gratuity, pension or allowance 
paid by His Majesty or by any foreign 
government in consequence of incapa- 
city ov death occuring as aforesaid,’ 
Partly on this account and largely be- 
evuse the pensions and gratuities paid 
to incapaciated men are oft-times ad- 
mittedly inadequate, it has been necese 
siry toestablished a Hospital's Com- 
missicn and Disablement Fund, The 
officials of the latter, in their report to 
the Federal Government recommended 
among other measures that the prey 
incial commissions be formed for the 
purpose of supplementing these pen- 
sions either by ntary grants or 
by free training in various trades. The 
Soldier s Aid Commission of Ontario, 
as we have said above, is the first step 
in this direction’ Already it has an- 
nounced its intention of mobilizing the 
manufactures of Ontario and we do 
not doubt that the process will be 
faciliated by the manufacturers them- 
selves, Others also will be asked to 
lend their aid in discharging a great 
national duty and .here is every pros* 
peet that in Canada at lewt the tradi- 
tional tragedy of the returned soldier 
will have no place,
